Gen. Thomas Lynch, and 
rendered by Chief Assistant 
.Atty. Gen. Arlo Smith of San 
Francisco, that the county's 
charter which authorizes the 
board to oversee the probation 
department Is legal. 


"The Superior Court Judge 
does not control the probation 
department under the charter," 
Trimble said. He added that the 
opinion was verbal and that a 
published opinion will not be 
available for some time. "The 
charter has been In effect," he 
said, "but this provision has 
never been exercised." 
Trimble was asked by the 


board of supervisors in No- 
vember to obtain a legal opin- 
ion as to whether the board is 
legally responsible for the ap- 
pointment of the probation of- 
ficer pursuant to Section 4, 


Article 11 of the Tehama Coun- 
ty Chapter. 


Under the charter, Section 4 
states; "The Supervisors shall 
appoint all county and district 
officers other than elective of- 
ficers, their assistants and dep- 
uties, except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this Charter. The board 
shall provide by ordinance for 
the terms of office and for the 
compensation of these appoint- 
ive officers and its other ap- 
pointees, unless such terms of 
office and compensation are 
otherwise provided by law or 
by this Charter." 


Tehama Counts as a practical 
matter has operated under the 
provisions of the general law 
where the Superior Court Judge, 
acting as the juvenile court 
judge, appoints the probation of- 
ficer. The present chief pro- 
bation officer, Roger Parker, 
has been in office for several 
years and this is the first time 
the issue has been raised by 
the board of supervisors. Park- 
er was appointed by Judge Cur - 
tlss E. Wetter in the early 
1950's, shortly after the judge 
took office as Superior Court 
Judge.

Sounded, Looked Like Real Disaster

It sounded like a major dis- 
aster, It looked like a major 
disaster, it was handled like 
a major disaster. 
But it wasn't. 
The sound of sirens and emer- 
gency vehicles converging on 
the Southern Pacific Railroad 
near Albers Milling Co., last 


night at 6;45, was Operation 
Disaster Drill. 


Effective use of the Red Bluff 
Fire Department, California 
Division of Forestry, 859thRa- 
dar Squadron, 
St. Elizabeth 


Hospital and other cooperating 
agencies made the entire drill 
seem very real. 
Red Bluff Fire Department re- 


ported numerous persons tele- 
phoned to inquire how many per - 
sons were killed and injured in 
the "tragedy." 
Residents 
gathered near the 


scene of the simulated rail- 
road box car explosion west of 
Albers Milling and near the 
Safeway market 
watched 
as 


"victims" 
were 
bundled in 


blankets and whisked into the 
Red Bluff ambulance. Five ra- 
dar base personnel acted as vic- 
tims but only four were taken 
to the hospital. 
Three large smoke bombs 
were utilized to add to the ef- 
fectiveness of the drill. Spect- 
ators saw smoke pouring from 
the railroad car and, firemen 


pouring water on it. Five work- 
men were in the box car at the 
time 
of the simulated dis- 


aster. 
The radar base sent 20 men 
for the sole purpose of evacu- 
ating people from a 2,000 feet 
area near the scene. Radar 
base personnel assisted with 
security and traffic 
control. 


In the event of an actual dis- 
aster, *nany residents would 
be evacuated. 


The emergency room was full 
staffed and the hospital treated 
it as the "real thing," accord- 
ing to a fire department offi- 
cial. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad, 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
and the city water department 
all contributed personnel to as- 
sist in the operation. 


Special 
kits were used to 


make the victim's wounds real- 
istic. Some of those hurt had 
burns, contusions, and cuts. 


Numerous vehicles traveling 
on 
Interstate 5 and freight 


trains passing through Red Bluff 
and the area carry explosives, 
chemicals, and gasoline.

Pleasant To Think About 


In addition to such major projects as a new county jail and 


a new county library building, a project in Red Bluff pleasing 
to contemplate would be a new bandstand in the city park — some* 
thing more decorative. There can be all sorts of backgrounds 
for band concerts, of course. They can be staged on the open 
green, In sylvan glades, with rustic backdrops, against classic 
columns or delicate bandshells. The 200 years of graceful archi- 
tecture that led up to the ornate Victorian period associated 
with Red Bluff produced hundreds of happy examples. 


Tehama County is fortunate in having its band. It should be 


encouraged, and given a physical setting to enhance its appeal. 


Another effective move to encourage the band and make it 


a still greater asset to the county would be to provide it with 
something more striking in the way of uniforms — particularly 
for use in parades and at community celebrations. On such 
cccasions, smart uniforms and showmanship are almost as im- 
portant as musical excellence. The goal should be to provide 
something different from others, something that once seen would 
be remembered and say Tehama County to all who saw it. 


These, we suggest, are two comparatively small projects 


to give serious thought to, to discuss at length and confer with 
all concerned about. It isn't likelv that anyone would consider 
rushing into them. It would be a mistake to do that. The little 
things as well as the big things should be worked out with care 
to please as many persons as possible. 


Building California 


California's population growth may have slowed a bit, as some 


recent figures indicate, but the state still is expanding mightily. 
This is indicated by the capital investment plans being made by 
private industry to meet the swiftly growing needs of the people. 


One significant example Is Pacific Gas and Electric Com* 


pany's allotment of a record $385 million for construction in 
1970. This tops the 1969 figure by some $45 million. 


According to Shermer L. Sibley, president, PG&E's heavy 


outlay is necessary to keep the company's resources ahead of 
demand; a demand illustrated by an expected connection of 
100,000 new customers to its gas and electric lines during the 
year. 


Work on nearly 3 million kilowatts of new electric generating 


capacity will be under way; new facilities for importing 165 
million cubic feet a day of additional natural gas from Canada 
also are involved; and some overhead electric distribution 
facilities projected for 197 Ols the 2 million kilowatt second atomic 
power plant at Diablo Canyon near San Luis Obispo. 


A very valuable additional asset in PG&E's construction pro* 


gram is, as Sibley pointed out, its "stress on esthetics and 
beautification", including under grounding, low-profile and land* 
scaped substations, and more attractive overhead facilities where 
those are essential.

Only Democrats Are Probed 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR. 
The occupation the week before 
the Christmas holiday of the 
main academic building at Man- 
hattanville College got rather 
perfunctory notices. There was 
mention of It in the local news- 
papers and in TIME Magazine 
in the week's roster of aca- 
demic difficulties. At that, in 
order to justify giving It any 
attention at all, TIME had to 
recall that Manhattanville is the 
college of which four Kennedy 
girls (Ethel, Jean, Eunice, Joan) 
are alumnae. 
The story was that 17 black 
students barricaded themselves 
In the academic building and 
presented alist of demands. The 
demands 
were conventional: 


more black students should be 
admitted, more black faculty 
members should be recruited, 
more black studies should be 
offered, etc. Mr. Kneedler, the 
vice-president for college re- 
lations, addressed himself to 
reporters most calmly, and was 
quoted as saying that the dis- 
turbance was "peaceful, order- 
ly, and quiet.'' Moreover, the 
protestors were told that if they 
would put an end to it peace- 
full- 
o penalties would be im- 


poi 
In fact the students re- 


fused to leave the building, the 
college declined to call on for 
help either the police or the 
courts, and finally, after a week 
or so, the siege ended because 
vacation was abruptly resched- 
uled to begin earlier. 
It all seems rather routine. 
Unless one happens on some of 
the background material. Dur- 
ing the summer manths the ad- 
ministration of Manhattanville 
labored mightily to oblige de- 
mands of its black students 
made during the previous aca- 
demic year. There was residual 
resentment among some white 
girls at what seemed to be an 
unbalanced 
and 
dislocative 


capitulation to the militants, and 
it exploded, as sometimes these 
things do, in an ugly incident on 
the student bulletin board where 
an 
anonymous and wretched 


little white girl had scrawled 
on a 3 x 5 card posted by a 
girl desiring a ride to Wash- 
ington, "Nigger Go Home." 


In reply, Miss PaulaWilllarns, 


who is the president of the Man- 
hattanville Afro-American So- 
ciety that organized the strike, 
produced a pamphlet. Here is 
her introduction to It: 


"DIG THIS LADIES. 
"Don't callmeNigger.Whitey, 


and this I address to all of the 
sick 
narrow-minded white 


chicks on this campus who for 
some strange reason, feel that 
they are better than we Black 
People. 
"This is '69 and you better 


believe ain't no Blacks here, at 
Manhattanville, or anywhere 
else going to take the ( 
) 


you throw out. So I suggest you 
go and spill your superior white 
egos In the nearest toilet. 


"For those of you that want 


to know what happened to the 
Negro or the Nigger they died 
and were buried. If you also 
want to know why black people 
are not all black In color, go 
see your parents or yur so 
called history experts. 


"Don't expect me to sit down 


and write a letter every time one 
of you kids decides to play with 
Black People's Intelligence, We 
don't do things your white way 
any more. 


"One thing we have over you, 


is that we know you, but you, 
So Damn Sure, Don't Know Us. 


"So Black It Could Kill You. 
Paula Williams" 


Now, my point will sound very 
middle class, but it comes down 
to this. Is it the right of a col- 
lege to exact compliance from 
its students with minimal stan- 
dards of social courtesy? in 
fact Manhattanville is a Catho- 
lic college, administered by 
nuns and laity. Did anyone call 
in Miss Williams and read to 
her a few passages from st. 
Paul, the furtherance of whose 
work is, after all, the raison 
d'etre of Manhattanville? Why 
should Miss Williams desire to 
Increase the black population of 
Manhattanville from the present 
57 to '.50, unless she approves 
of the stated purposes of Man- 
hattanville, and if she does, how 
can she reason from the im- 
peratives of charity and the re- 
spect for one's neighbor, to the- 
obscene, menacing, and hateful— 
not to say semi-literate-prose? 


It may be that to talk about 
good manners In college is a* 
anachronistic a* to talk about 
wearing coats and ties. But 
coats and ties are In fact ephe- 
meral 
conventions, whereas 


good manners aren't. They lie

General John Mitchell, the Nix- 
on administration's Mr. Law 
and Order, has adopted a double 
legal 
standard for adminis- 


tering justice. 


He has ordered criminal in- 
vestigations of a dozenpromm- 
ent Democrats, most of them for 
election irregularities. Yet at 
one staff meeting, say insiders, 
he brusquely shrugged off a sug- 
gestion that, for appearances 
sake, he should include at least 
one Republican. 
The fact is that more election 
violations have been referred to 
the Justice Department against 
Republicans than Democrats. 
An alleged violator not referred 
to Justice is Assistant Attorney 
General William D. Ruckelsh- 
aus, who ran an unsuccessful 
race for the Senate against 
Senator Birch Bayh, D-Ind., 
last year. 
Ruckelshaus apparently viol- 
ated the Federal Corrupt Prac- 
tices Act when he filed his cam- 
paign 
financial report more 


than a month late. But instead of 
prosecuting him_ Mitchell gave 
him a top job in the Justice De- 
partment. 
Even more blatant violations 
were committed by several of 
President Nixon's fund-raising 


committees, which alsodelaved 
filing their lists of contributors 
until after the election. As Nix- 
on's lormer campaign manager, 
Mitchell himself might be im- 
plicated. 


PARTISAN JUSTICE 
Although these cases were 
forwarded to the Justice De- 
partment 
for prosecution, he 


had ignored them. 


In fairness to Mitchell, the 
Corrupt Practices Act is lar- 
gely obsolete and is honored 
more in the breech than the ob- 
servance. With dozens of pos- 
sible prosecutions to choose 
from, however, he is going after 
Democrats only. 
His first victim, former Sen- 
ator Dan Brewster, D-Md., has 
already been indicted for ac- 
cepting illegal campaign con- 
tributions from Spiegel, Inc., 
the giant mail order house. At 
least three other Democrats — 
Senator Vance Hartke of Indi- 
ana, Rep. Arnold Olsen of Mon- 
tana and ex-Rep. James Mor- 
rison of Louisiana —have been 
caught up in the same inves- 
tigation. 
Still other Democrats have 
learned that the Justice Depart- 
ment is probing their campaign 
accounts. 
To many Washington obser-

vers, the Justice Department 
seems to have become a branch 
office of the Republican National 
Committee. 
During the elec- 


tions last fall, for instance, 
reporters looking for informa- 
tion on key mayoral races found 
that the administration's view- 
points were available at the Jus- 
tice Department, rather than the 
White House or the National 
Conrn'ttee. 


It was expected that Mitchell, 
a former law partner of Presi- 
dent Nixon's when both were 
members of an affluent Wall 
Street firm, would be offered a 
high post as his reward for run- 
ning Nixon's presidential cam- 
paign. But his appointment of 
political partisans to run the 
Justice Department's key di- 
visions is a departure from 
past practice. 


POLITICAL ROLL CALL 
His deputy, Richard Kleindien- 
st, directed field operations in 
the 1968 Nixon campaign, and 
performed the same service for 
Barry Goldwater in 1964. Klein - 
dienst also ran unsuccessfully 
in 1964 for Governor of Ari- 
zona. Between campaigns, he 
was counsel for the Republican 
National Committee. 
Will Wilson, the Assistant At- 
torney General in charge of the 
Criminal Division, ran as a 
Democrat for Senator and gov- 
ernor in Texas. After being re- 
jected by the voters, he became 
a Republican and campaigned 
hard for Nixon in 1968. 
Jerris Leonard, chief of the 
Civil Rights Division, came to 
the Justice Department after 
losing a Senate race last year 
against Senator Gaylor Nel- 
son, D-Wls. The Division is 
headed by Ruckelshaus, another 
political loser. 


Mitchell's special assistant, 


Kevin Philips, was the GOP ex- 
pert on ethnic voting trends 
during 
the presidential cam- 


paign. He is better known now 
as author of "The Emerging 
Republican Majority," a book 
which sets forth the controv- 
ersial "Southern strategy." 
Then there's Richard Velde, 
son of Harold Velde, the form- 
er rootin' tootin' House Un- 
American Activities chairman. 
The younger Velde came to 
the Justice Department from 
the office of Senator Roman 
Hruska, R-Neb., and is re- 
membered 
as 
an outspoken 


champion of the National Rifle 
Association against gun con- 
trols. Now Velde is supposed 
to help enforce the gun control 
laws. 
This is the political crew who, 
under Mitchell, are presiding a 
partisan thumb on the scales of 
justice. 


MORGENTHAU NOT ALONE 
Robert Morgenthau isn't the 
only U. S. attorney who didn't 
resign after 
the Republican 


takeover. The U. S. attorneys 
for both the Eastern and West- 
ern districts of Texas — Rich- 
ard Hardee, a nephew of Sen. 
Ralph Yarborough, and Eldon 
Mahon, a nephew of Rep. Geor- 
ge Mahon — are determined to 
serve out their terms. 
Sen. Yarborough has served 
notice upon the Justice Depart- 
ment that he will block any at- 
tempt to oust them. Under the 
Senate courtesy system, Judi- 
ciary Chairman James East- 
land has pledged never to clear 
an appointee without a blue slip 
signed by both Senators from 
the appointee's home 
state. 


Yarborough has made it clear 
he won't sign the blue slip for 
anyone who is nominated to re- 
place his nephew or Rep.

W ork on nearly 3 million kilow atts of new ele c tric generating 
capacity’ w ill be under way; new facilities fo r im porting 165 
m illion cubic feet a day of additional natural gas from Canada 
also a re involved; and some 
overhead elec tric distribution 
fa c ilitie s projected for 19701s the 2 m illion kilowatt second atomic 
pow er plant at Diablo Canyon near San Luis Obispo. 


A very valuable additional asse t in PG& E's construction pro­ 
gram 
is, as Sibley pointed out, its ««stress on esthetics and 
beautification", including undergrounding, low -profile and land­ 
scaped substations, and more attractive overhead facilities where 
those a re essen tial.

The occupation the week before 
the C hristm as holiday of the 
main academic building at Man - 
hattanville College got rather 
perfunctory notices. T here was 
mention of it in the local new s­ 
papers and in TIME Magazine 
in the week’s ro ste r of aca­ 
dem ic difficulties. At that, in 
order to Justify giving it any 
attention at all, TIME had to 
recall that M anhattanvllle is the 
college of which four Kennedy 
g irls (Ethel, Jean, Eunice, Joan) 
are alumnae. 
The story was that 17 black 
students barricaded them selves 
In the academic building and 
presented a list of dem ands. The 
dem ands 
were 
conventional; 
m ore black students should be 
adm itted, more black faculty 
m em bers should be recruited, 
m ore black studies should l>e 
offered, etc. Mr. Kneedler, the 
vice-president for college r e ­ 
lations, addressed him self to 
rep o rters most calmly, and was 
quoted as saying that thn d is­ 
turbance was ''peaceful, o rd er­ 
ly, and quiet.” M oreover, the 
p ro testo rs were told that if they 
would put an end to it peace­ 
fully, no penalties would be im ­ 
posed. In fact the students r e ­ 
fused to leave the building, the 
college declined to call on for 
help either the police or the 
courts, and finally, after a week 
or so, the siege ended because 
vacation was abruptly resched­ 
uled to begin ea rlier. 
It all seem s rath er routine. 
U nless one happens on some of 
the background m aterial. D ur­ 
ing the sum m er months the ad­ 
m inistration of Manhattanvllle 
labored mightily to oblige d e­ 
mands of its black students 
made during the previous aca­ 
dem ic year. T here was residual 
resentm ent among some white 
g irls at what seem ed to be an 
unbalanced 
and 
dislocative 
capitulation to the m ilitants, and 
it exploded, as som etim es these 
things do, in an ugly incident on 
the student bulletin board where 
an 
anonymous 
and wretched 
little white girl had scrawled 
on a 3 x 5 card posted by a 
girl desiring a ride to W ash­ 
ington, "N igger Go Hom e." 
In reply, Miss Paula W illiam s, 
who is the president of the Man- 
hattanville A fro-Am erican So­ 
ciety that organized the strike, 
produced a pamphlet. Here is 
her introduction to it; 


‘«DIG THIS LADIES. 
‘«Don’t callm eN igger,W hitey, 
and this I address to all of the 
sick 
narrow-m inded 
white 
chicks on this campus who for 
som e strange reason, feel that 
they are better than we Black 
People. 
‘«This is ’69 and you better 
believe ain’t no Blacks here, at 
M anhattanville, 
or 
anywhere 
else going to take the (—--) 
you throw out. So I suggest you 
go and spill your superior white 
egos in the nearest toilet. 
‘«For those of you that want 
to know what happened to the 
N egro or the Nigger they died 
and were buried. If you also 
want to know why black people 
a re not all black in color, go 
see your parents or your so 
called history experts. 
"D on’t expect me to sit down 
and write a letter every tim e one 
of you kids decides to play with 
Black People’s intelligence. We 
don’t do things your white way 
any m ore. 
"O ne thing we have over you, 
is that we know you, but you, 
So Damn Sure, Don’t Know Us. 
"So Black It Could Kill You. 
Paula W illiam s" 


Now, my point will sound very 
middle class, but it comes down 
to this. Is it the right of a col­ 
lege to exact com pliance from 
its students with minimal stan ­ 
dards of social courtesy? In 
fact Manhattanville is a Catho­ 
lic 
college, adm inistered by 
nuns and laity. Did anyone call 
in M iss W illiam s and read to 
her a few passages from st. 
Paul, the furtherance of whose 
work is, after all, the raison 
d 'e tre of M anhattanville? Why 
should M iss W illiam s d esire to 
increase the black population of 
M anhattanville from the present 
57 to 150, unless she approves 
of the stated purposes of Man­ 
hattanville, and if she does, how 
can she reason from the im ­ 
peratives of charity and the r e ­ 
spect for one’s neighbor, to the 
obscene, menacing, and hateful— 
not to say se m i-lite ra te -p ro se ? 


It may be that to talk about 
good m anners in college is as 
anachronistic as to talk about 
w earing 
coats and tie s. But 
coats and ties a re In fact ephe­ 
m eral 
conventions, 
w hereas 
good m anners a re n ’t. They lie 
at the center of civil arran g e­ 
m ents.

Law 
and O rder, has adopted a double 
legal 
standard 
for adm inis­ 
tering justice. 
He has ordered crim inal in ­ 
vestigations of a dozen prom in­ 
ent D em ocrats, most of them for 
election irre g u la rities. Yet at 
one staff meeting, say insiders, 
he brusquely shrugged off a sug - 
gestión that, for appearances 
sake, he should Include at least 
one Republican. 
The fact is that m ore election 
violations have been referred to 
the Justice Departm ent against 
Republicans 
than D em ocrats, 
An alleged violator not referred 
to Justice is A ssistant Attorney 
G eneral W illiam D. Ruckelsh- 
aus, who ran an unsuccessful 
race for the Senate against 
Senator Birch Bayh, D-Ind., 
la st year. 
Ruckelshaus apparently viol­ 
ated the F ederal C orrupt P ra c ­ 
tices Act when he filed his cam - 
paign 
financial 
report more 
than a month late. But Instead of 
prosecuting him. Mitchell gave 
him a top jot) in the Justice D e­ 
partm ent. 
Even m ore blatant violations 
w ere committed by several of 
President Nixon’s fund-raising 


com m ittees, which also delayed 
filing their lists of contributors 
until after the election. As N ix­ 
on's form er campaign m anager, 
M itchell him self might i»e im ­ 
plicated. 


PARTISAN JUSTICE 
Although 
these 
cases w ere 
forwarded to the Justice D e­ 
partm ent 
for prosecution, he 
had ignored them . 
In 
fairness to M itchell, the 
C orrupt P ractices Act is la r ­ 
gely obsolete and is honored 
m ore in the breech than the ob­ 
servance. With dozens of p o s­ 
sible prosecutions to choose 
from , however, he is going after 
D em ocrats only. 
His first victim , form er Sen­ 
ator Dan B rew ster, D-M d,, has 
alreadv been indicted for a c ­ 
cepting illegal campaign con­ 
tributions from Spiegel, inc., 
the giant mall order house. At 
least three other D em ocrats — 
Senator Vance H artke of Indi­ 
ana, Rep. Arnold Olsen of Mon­ 
tana and ex-R ep. Jam es M or­ 
rison of Louisiana —have been 
caught up in the sam e inves­ 
tigation. 
Still 
other D em ocrats have 
learned that the Justice Depart- 
ment is probing their campaign 
accounts.

When I need help and 
guidance, I seek it from some­ 
one who is b etter trained in 
the a rt and science of psy­ 
chology. Such a person has no 
bias and is sufficiently far re­ 
moved from the problem to be 
able to render an unprejudiced 
decision. 
U nfortunately, friends, out 
of pure love, tend to offer 
their 
opinions 
about 
your 
problems in an authoritative 
way. It is strange how often 
they are wrong. Stranger still 
is the fact th a t they rarely 
can handle satisfactorily their 
own problems w ith their own 
children. 
Herein m ay lie the basic 
reasons 
why 
loving friends 
offer advice so readily P er­ 
haps they think they can clar­ 
ify their own problems by dis­ 
cussing yours. 
If you come to an honest 
conclusion, have faith in it. 
If you come to that conclu­ 
sion in anger, the chances are 
g ie a t th a t you will be wrong. 


If you find th a t your decision 
is in error, change it, w ithout

Between cam paigns, he 
was counsel for the Republican 
National Com m ittee. 
W ill Wilson, the A ssistant A t­ 
torney General in charge of the 
C rim inal Division, ran as a 
D em ocrat for Senator and gov­ 
ern o r in T exas. After being r e ­ 
jected by the voters, he becam e 
a Republican and campaigned 
hard for Nixon in 1968. 
J e rris Leonard, chief of the 
Civil Rights Division, cam e to 
the Justice Department after 
losing a Senate race last year 
against Senator Gaylor N el­ 
son, D-W is. The Division is 
headed by Ruckelshaus, another 
political lo ser. 
M itchell’s special assista n t, 
Kevin Philips, was the GOP e x ­ 
p ert on ethnic voting trends 
during 
the presidential ca m ­ 
paign. He is better known now 
as author of "T he Em erging 
Republican M ajority," a book 
which sets forth the controv­ 
e rsia l "Southern strateg y ." 
Then th e re’s Richard Velde, 
son of Harold Velde, the fo rm ­ 
e r rootin’ tootin’ House U n- 
Am erican A ctivities chairm an. 
The younger Velde cam e to 
the Justice Department from 
the office of Senator Roman 
H ruska, R-N eb., and is r e ­ 
m em bered 
as 
an outspoken 
champion of the National R ifle 
Association against gun con­ 
tro ls. Now Velde is supposed 
to help enforce the gun control 
law s. 
T his is the political crew who, 
under M itchell, are presiding a 
partisan thumb on the scales of 
justice. 


MORGENTHAU NOT ALONE 
Robert Morgenthau isn’t the 
only U, S. attorney who didn’t 
resign 
after 
the Republican 
takeover. The U. S. attorneys 
for both the E astern and W est­ 
ern d istric ts of Texas — R ich ­ 
ard Hardee, a nephew of Sen. 
Ralph Yarborough, and Eldon 
Mahon, a nephew of Rep. G eo r­ 
ge Mahon — are determ ined to 
serve out th eir term s. 
Sen. Yarborough has served 
notice upon the Justice D ep a rt­ 
ment that he will block any a t­ 
tem pt to oust them . Under the 
Senate courtesy system , Ju d i­ 
ciary Chairm an Jam es E a s t­ 
land has pledged never to c le a r 
an appointee without a blue slip 
signed by both Senators from 
the appointee’s home 
sta te . 
Yarborough has made it c lea r 
he won’t sign the blue slip for 
anyone who is nominated to r e ­ 
place his nephew or Rep. M a­ 
hon's nephew. 
M orgenthau, incidentally, had 
the support of both New York 
Senators who could have kept 
him in office in the sam e m an­ 
ner. However, he felt the J u s ­ 
tice 
D epartm ent’s opposition 
to him im paired his usefulness. 
T herefore M orgenthau,regard­ 
ed as the best of 93 U. S. a t­ 
torneys, subm itted his re sig n ­ 
ation in m idst of his in v esti­ 
gations intoSwiss bank accounts 
and powerful politicians.

California’s population growth may have slowed a bit, as somt 
rece.nl figures indicate', but. the .state still is expanding mightily. 
Tnis is indicated by the capital Investment plans being made by 
private industry to meet the swiftly growing needs of the people. 


One significant example is Pacific Oas and E lectric Com­ 
pany’s allotment of a record $385 million for construction In 
1970. This tops the 1969 figure by some $45 million. 


According to Shermer L. Sibley, president, PGAE’s heavy 
outlay is necessary to keep the company’s resources ahead of 
demand; a demand Illustrated by an expected connection of 
100,000 new customers to its gas and electric lines during the 
year. 


Work on nearly 3 million kilowatts of new electric generating 
capacity' will be under way; new facilities for importing 165 
million cubic feet a day of additional natural gas from Canada 
also are involved; and some overhead electric distribution 
facilities projected for 19701s the 2 million kilowatt second atomic 
power plant at Diablo Canyon near San Luis Obispo. 


A very valuable additional asset in PGitE’s construction pro- 
gram is, .as Sibley pointed out, Its “ stress on esthetics and 
beautification*', including undergrounding, low-profile and land­ 
scaped substations, and more attractive overhead facilities where 
tliose are essential.

The nccupat ion the week before 
the c hr tat mas holiday of the 
main academic butldinr ut Man* 
hattanviUe College i n* rafttW 
perfunctorv notices. There was 
mention of (t in the local news, 
papers ami in T1M.F Magazine 
in the week's roster of aca­ 
demic difficulties. At that, in 
order to justify giving it any 
atti'-ntian at .all, TIME had to 
recall that Manhattan viUe is the 
college of which four Kennedy 
girls (Ethel, Jean, Eunice, Joan) 
are alumnae. 
The storv was that 17 black 
students barricaded themselves 
In the academic building and 
presented alls! of demands. The 
demands 
were 
conventional: 
more black students should be 
admitted, more black faculty 
members should be recruited, 
more black studies should lie 
offered, etc. Mr, Kneedler, the 
vice-president for college r e ­ 
lations, addressed himself to 
reporters most calmly, and was 
quoted as saying that the d is­ 
turbance was “ peaceful, order­ 
ly, and quiet.’’ Moreover, the 
pr otestors were told that if they 
would put an end to It peace­ 
fully, no penalties would be im­ 
posed. In fact the students r e ­ 
fused to leave the building, the 
college declined to call on for 
help either the' police or the' 
i ourts, and finally, after a week 
or so, the siege ended because 
vacation was abruptly resched­ 
uled to 'begin earlier. 
It all seem s rather routine. 
Unless one happens on some of 
the background m aterial. D ur­ 
ing the summer months the ad­ 
ministration of Manhattanville 
labored mightily to oblige de­ 
mands of its black students 
made during the previous aca­ 
demic year. There was: residual 
resentment among some white 
girls at what seemed to be an 
unbalanced 
and 
dlslocative 
capitulation to the militants, and 
it exploded, as. sometimes these 
things do, in an ugly incident on 
the student bulletin board where 
an 
anonymous 
and wretched 
little white girl had. scrawled 
on a 3 x 5 card posted by a 
girl desiring a ride to W ash­ 
ington, “ Nigger Go Home." 
In reply, Miss Paula W illiams, 
who is the president of the Man­ 
hattanville Afro-American So­ 
ciety that organized the strike, 
produced a pamphlet. Here is 
her introduction to it:

Now, my point will sound very 
middle class, but it comes down 
to this.

Did anyone call 
in Miss Williams and read to 
her a few passages from st. 
Paul, the furtherance of whose 
work Is, after all, the raison 
d ’etre of Manhattanville? Why 
should Miss Williams desire to 
increase the black population of 
Manhattanville from the present 
57 to ISO, unless she approves 
of the stated purposes of Man­ 
hattanville, and if she does, how 
can she reason from the im ­ 
peratives of charity and the re ­ 
spect for one’s neighbor, to the 
obscene, menacing, and hateful— 
not to say sem i-literate-prose?

the population in poverty areas 
is becoming increasingl) black 
"as 
the proportion of whites 


among the poor in these areas 
diminishes." 


Rockwell 
Livingston 
of the 


bureaus poverty statistics pro- 
gram drew the conclusions from 
a study of the 1960 census and 
a 1968 population survey. His 
findings were further confirma- 
tion of the evidence easily vis- 
ible 
in anv big 
city and its 


surroundings. 
But at the same time Living - 
ston's findings underscored an- 
other social problem that hasn't 
received as much recognition 
More and more, the pool,black 
families trapped in the slums 


are headed by women unable to 
earn enough money to drag 
their income above the govern- 
ment's poverty line of $3,600 a 
vear tor a tour- household. 
Those left behind, he report- 
ed, are too old, too voung or 
too burdened with family toearn 
a good living. More than 70 
per cent of the poor remaining 
in poverty areas —most of them 
children — fit into this cate- 
goiy. 
"About half of the poor resi- 


ding in poverty areas in 1967 
were children under 18 years of 
age," he said. "Two-thirds of 
these children were Negro" 
and other nonwhites. 


He reported the number of 


families living in poverty areas 
had dropped 15 per cent in the 
eight years between the two 
surveys. Although some blacks 
got out, most of the flight was 
by whites, and the difference 
was even more pronounced in 
the largest cities. 


In poor areas of metropolitan 


areas containing more than i 
quarter-mill ion 
people, 
the 


number of white families drop- 
ped 18 per cent, while the black 
population 
dropped 
half that 


much. 
In 
areas with more than a 


million residents, however, the 
white population dropped 25 per 
cent, while the black population 
dropped by 8-1/2 
per cent. 


But the figures for black im - 
migration are deceiving, be- 
cause families headed by wo- 
men were left behind as others 
headed by black men and white 
men and women moved out. 
The problem was compounded 
by the fact that almost two- 
thirds of the black women head- 
ing families had two or more 
children, while the figure for 
white women was about onp- 
third — only half as large. 


In addition, families in the 
poor areas tended to have al- 
most twice as many children 
as families with incomes above 
the poverty line.
